MOSCOW, April 17.~—The follow- 
ing article from Red Star is a com- 
ment on an article by the German 
Minister Dr. Ley, castigatirg the 
German people for the weakness 
of the German war machine in the 
recent period: 

For may years the Hitlerites 
told the Germans, “You are giants, 
supermen, descendants of ancient 
Germans, you are masters of the 
world.” Bread was scarce so the 
Hitlerites fed the people on flattery. 
This lasted until the fatal winter 
when the Red Army drove the Ger- 
mans away from Moscow. Some- 
thing snapped in Germany's heart. 
In vain did Hitler try to patch up 
the shattered German conceit by 
dreams about the spring. The Ger- 
mans were dismayed and watchful 
and they really do not 
whether to rejoice or not at the 
sight of the April sun. 

One of Hitler's ministers, Dr. Ley, 
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very stubbern and capricious.
